The Committee on Energy and Commerce will meet in a hybrid open markup session on

Resources in Education Act” or “KIDS CARES Act” (Reps. Hudson (R-NC) and Kuster (D-

• H.R. 623, the “Gabriella Miller Kids First Research Act 2.0” (Rep. Wexton (D-VA) and 17 

original bipartisan cosponsors on 01/28/2021)   

• H.R. 3771, the “South Asian Heart Health Awareness Act of 2021” (Rep. Jayapal (D-WA) and 

19 original bipartisan cosponsors on 06/08/2021) 

• H.R. 5585, the “Advanced Research Project Agency-Health Act” or “ARPA-H Act” (Rep. 

Eshoo on 10/15/2021)
